& third term. 


In view therefore of any reitera- 


tion of the sugestion of it, I am not 
and -wili not be a candidate for a 


third term, and would not accept 
the nomination for it if It were ten- 
dered me. 


"My only ambition is 
to 
serve 


throughout my second term to the 
aceptance of my countrymen, whose 
generosity and confidence I so deeply 
appreciate and then with them do 
my best in the ranks of the people. 


This statement has caused quite 


a sensation in political circles. This 
is the first political declaration em- 
anating directly from the president 
since the campaign. 
It was .for this 


purpose that last night's

proval.

was made by the defendants' attor- 
neys. It will be argued a week from 
next Friday. 
If a new trial is not 


granted the prisoners will be sen- 
tenced by the court. The maximum 
term is five years." Defendant Bronw, 
Who has been out on bail for some 
months, was taken into custody when 
Ills case was given to the jury, and 
•beyond turning pale he gave no indica- 
tion of weakness.

Prosecution Heals Its Case In the Trial

Kansas City, Mo., 
June 
11.—The 


state in the case of Lulu Prince Ken-

MACHINISTS ASK ASSISTANCE. 


International Association Seeka Support 


of Central Federation Union. 


New York, June 11.—At a recent 


meeting 
of the 
Central 
Federated 


union the privilege of the floor was 
given to a committee from the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists,' who 
asked permission -to lay other case ol 
the striking machinists ' before 
the 


fcody. A. Kunzelman of this commit- 
tee said that the principal point now 
•was to keep 20,000 non-union men who 
had gone on- a. strike .with the union 
men from rushing back to work. 


"There are 
50,000 machinists 
on 


•trike for the 
shorter 
work day 


throughout the .United .States," he con- 
tinued. "Of these, 30,000 belong to the 
union, and we have to keep the other 
80,000 In line. We accept the challenge 
of the National Trades association and* 
.will flght until we win or until the end. 
Should we win, as I hope and believe, 
It means a nine-hour work day for 
650,000 people throughout the United 
States." 


He said that the fight would be a 


long and bitter ine and asked the cen- 
tral body to lend its aid. It would re- 
quire $150,000 a week, he said, to pay 
•trlke benefits for the non-union men. 
The meeting voted to give ?100 direct- 
ly to the machinists and adopted a 
resolution directing the secretary to 
write to all affiliated unions asking for 
financial assistance for the strikers.

Walter 
Besant was born at Ports- 


mouth, England, in 1838. He was edu- 
cated at King's college, London, and at 
Cambridge university, from which he 
graduated 
with high mathematical 


honors. 
He was intended for the 


church, but abandoned this career for 
literature. He was for several years 
professor of the Royal college of Mau- 
ritius, but resigned on account of ill 
health and returned' to England. His 
first work, "Studies in Early 
French 


Poetry," was published in 1868. 
In 


1873 appeared "The 
French Humor- 


ists," in 187T "Rabelais" and in 1882 
"Readings from Rabelais.' Meantime 
his first novels, "Coligny" and "Whlt- 
tington," had appeared, and the writer 
had formed a partnership with James 
Rice in the production of a series of 
npyels that bear their 
names. The 


most famous of Mr. Besant's own nov- 
els Is "All Sorts and Conditions of 
Men," a work which led to the estab- 
lishment of the People's palace in East 
London. 


Among the author's other books are 


"Children and Gibeon," in 1886; "The 
World Went Very Well Then," 1887; 
"For Faith and Freedom," 1888; "The 
Bell of St. Paul's," 1899; "Arnold of 
Lyonnesse," 1890; '"The Rebel Queen," 
"The City, of Refuge," in 1896. Of late 
years Mr. Besant gave his time largely 
to a series of Illustrated historical 
works on old London,which he handled 
in an Interesting way. 


Mr. Besant founded the Society ol 


Authors, an organization formed to 
promote the well being of the profes- 
sion, and he was editor of the monthly 
organ, the Author.
